Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
lrish Times, the Garden Correspondent 
says :— 
Precious, very precious, 

under our ‘excellent climate and 
wretched weather” at mid-winter, and 
none more so that Helleborus Altifolius, 
or maxims, finest of the Christmas 
toses, with peerless flowers four inches 
across. That is double the size of 
Helleborus Niger. the common Christmas 
Rose, and, good as the latter is, and 
oftener seen, we have found it more sub- 
ject to’a fungoid disease, blackening the 
foliage, an effective remedy for which 1s 
periodic spraying with permanganate of 
potash—just sufficient of the crystals to 
make the water rose-coloured. However, 
none likes disturbance, and when doing 
well ‘tis best to let well Now. 
as the plants are clustered with buds, a 
pane of glass, or old sash, propped over 
them, not to exclude air, will give 
flowers in all their pristine purity.

Christmas weather used to mean in the good 
old times plenty of frost and snow, 
which we are still reminded of by the 
pictures of Father Christmas, and the 
scenery representing snowstorms. Well, 
we poultry-keepers are not sorry that 
these are mainly things of the past, for 
such weather was always a hardship in 
the management of poultry.. But we may 
still have frost, with slight showers of 
snow, and, of course, what is nearly 
always with ns, rain. But we are better 
prepared in these days with the numerous 
appliances within our reach, so that un- 
favourable weather may be largely 
counteracted by commonsense used in 
feeding and sheltering. The erection of 
wind-breaks and shelters becomes im- 
perative in bad weather, and every pre- 
caution should be taken to keep the 
birds from wet and cold.

Commemorative Stamps. 


A friend of mine has acquainted me 
with a rumour that next year the Irish 
Free State postal authorities will put into 
circulation no less than three distinct 
issues of commemorative stamps. The 
events which might call for such issues— 
the Eucharistic Congress, the commemora- 
tion of St. Patrick's landing in. Ire- 
Jand and the Tailteann Games—all ar- 
notable but I trust that the major event 
alone will receive philatelic honours. I 
the Free State Post Office produces three 
issues in a year, the charge might be 
levelled that the authorities were in this 
manner augmenting their revenues by the 
exploitation of stamp-collectors. Certain 
European countries within recent memory 
have indulged in this sharp practice to 
such an extent as to engage the attention 
of the Universal Postal Union. Influence, 
for example, was brought to bear with 
good effect upon one of the chief offenders, 
Portuyal, but the problem is by no means 
settled ; and it is feared that, unless some 
method is devised of coping with un- 
necessary issues, the good which com- 
memoratives can do will be largely nulli- 
fied. Spain at present is a _ notable 
offender in the matter, and even the postal 
authorities of the United States might 
curb their activities for a little while. 
During the last six years Italy has 
commemorated Manzini. St. Francis of 
Assisi, the electrician Volta, the marriage 
of the Crown Prince, Ferrucci, Virgil, and 
other notable personages and events to the 
number of nearly twenty issues. 


Ghe Graffic Sense. 


When, in the rush of modern traffic, a 
small child refrains from running across 
the road after a ball. we are inclined to 
decide comfortably that this ‘‘ traffic 
sense ” is growing up automatically among 
the children of the present day. In America 
they believe in teaching the valuable 
lesson, as if it were one of the subjects on 
the school’s curriculum, and their efforts 
are well rewarded by the children’s care 
in crossing the crowded street. They 
believe that there is “a trend ” towards 
trafic sense, but that it must be 
encouraged in every possible way ; children 
must be taught why they take certain pre- 
cautions. In many American schools for 
very young children, an imaginary street 
is marked with chalk upon the floor. One 
child is a truck, another is an omnibus. 
two more are private cars. With great 
enjoyment they chug up and down the 
chalked highway, while their school- 
fellows are told why they must look up 
and down the street ; why they must cross 
at a corner, and why they must not run. 
After one or two of these lessons, the 
children are taken out to a real street, 
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several years, and died there only a few 
days before he was to have moved to his 
new quarters. His body, however, was 
brought to Coombe Park, and Mr. 
Howard erected over his grave a very fine 
Egyptian monument, which had been in 
his possession for a number of years. It 
had been brought from Egypt about forty 
years before The monument consists of 
an Egyptian astride a block, with a whit: 
marble slab between his knees. On the

Che “Mona Lisa.” 


A correspondent writes :—A recent para- 
graph on the astonishing career of 
Murillo’s masterpiece, ‘‘The Immaculate 
Conception,’’ reminds me of several other 
remarkable adventures of other famous 
pictures. 

Leonardo da Vinci’s famous ‘‘ Mona 
Lisa,’’ which reposes in the Louvre, 18 
associated with many strange stories. The 
subtle smile of the unknown sitter has 
always been a subject of discussion, but 
on several occasions it has also been a 
subject of violent action. Many men say 
that they find the ‘‘ Mona Lisa’s ” smile 
insipid, but it is interes’ ng to note that 
women have always disliked it—that there 
have been several instances of women try- 
ing to slash the smiling face with knives 
and razors. When in the summer of 1911 
the world was astonished to learn that the 
masterpiece had disappeared from the 
Louvre, it was generally held that it had 
been removed by one of these fanatical 
women. For two years, despite every 
effort of the continental police to trace it, 
the fate of the picture remained a mystery. 
Then in December, 1913, it was discovered 
in Florence and returned to the Louvre. 
It was then revealed that an Italian had 
become obsessed with a desire to punish 
France for Napoleon’s appropriation of 
many Italian art treasures. He had 
obtained employment as a workman at the 
Louvre, and, after waiting for many 
months, he had once been left alone in the 
room with the picture. It had only been 
the work of a moment to cut the picture 
from its frame and conceal it beneath his 
workman’s smock. 


Al Gainsborough Romance. 


Almost as romantic a history is con- 
nected with Gainsborough’s portrait of the 
Duchess of Devonshire. This picture was 
lost and recovered in 1843 in a Cumber- 
land cottage, where the canvas was pasted 
to the wall. So little did the owner know 
its value that he gladly sold it for a £10 
note. The picture quickly rose in value 
till in 1873 it was up for. sale marked 
£10,600. Then again it disappeared. 

For many years its fate remained a 
secret till suddenly a death bed message 
came from a famous Chicago burglar to 
say that he was anxious to return the 
picture to its owner. This real-life Raffles 
had stolen the picture for a bet.

TO THE SAILOR. 


FLOODS AFFECT SHIPS.

(From Our Harsour CORRESPONDENT.) 
Te is a feeling of elation in the 


heart of a sailor when his vessel, pro- 

ceeding, for example, towards Dublin 
from some distant foreign port, enters the 
narrow limits of the Irish Sea. For weeks 
the ship has been pursuing an unattainable 
horizon—an ocular illusion which bounds, 
as though in mockery, the wide expanse of 
utter waste and emptiness. A long spell at 
sea subconsciously alters his mental stand- 
point. His measure of comparison, his very 
grip on realities, become lost in that great, 
circular solitude, where distance seems im- 
measurable, and nothing seems real or solid 
except the ship. 

Then —s definite—something sharply 
cut, as "Et rom cloud—appears on the 
horizon. he realisation that the ocean is 
not limitless after all—the sudden shorten- 
ing of focus, the visible proof that sea 
routine does not last for ever—brings a 
pleasureable relief experienced only by a 
voyager. Beauty lies in the range of 
Wicklow Mountains curving where, pre- 
viously, a monotonous line had been. A 
welcome is proffered by the rugged cliffs of 
Howth, standing masterfully out of the 
water; but what appeals to him most is 
the granite-like solidness, the tangible fact 
- that a materialistic substance exists whicb 
can defy even the immortal sea. 


THE INTEREST OF DOCKING. 
There are abundant details on shore, un- 
noticed by the landsman, which attract the 
attention of the sailor as he gazes at the land 
narrowing towards the ship on both sides. “Jo 
him the sight of the drab houses, the children 
waving and making shrill calls, the factory 
chimneys, the very mud upon the riverside 
slopes, is of intense interest. Faces on the 
quayside are examined with avidity; for 
he is long since weary of those 
of his shipmates. A question is flung out 
with the sole object of hearing the 
sound of a strange voice. It is the land. 
Here lie civilisation, life and colour—perhaps, 
even the very romance for which he sought 
when first he went to sea. i 
The floods inland had their. effect indirectly 
on shipping; for the Liffey rose like a 
thermometer, causing what mariners describe 
as a strong “fresh.’’ The term is another 
way of saying that, even with a ficod tide, 
the fresh-water current flowing seawards 
must be taken into consideration by the 
ships manceuvring in the river, especially 
should they be coming alongside or leaving 
the quay. The difficulties of a “' fresh ” 
can Ve readily understood when it is 
considered that a vessel entering George's 
Dock, for example, has to lie across the 
river before passing through the gates, 
have 
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When we take into consideration the time 
employed in loading her enormous holds, her 
speed of about eleven knots under favourable 
conditions. her visit to Belfast, and the fact 
that the Atlantic has been in anything but a 
good humour lately, it is a very creditable 
performance. 

The St. Zurriola, of San Sebastian, arrived 
on Tuesday with a cargo of ore from 
Pomeron. She has a registered tonnage of 
1.165 tons, and is under the command of 
Captain Muruaga. ‘There is always a certain 
amount ot novelty attached to a foreign- 
speaking vessel which visits the Liffey. 
The animation and gesticulations of 
the crew of the St. 4urriola were appre 
ciated by the stevedores, who, in their turn, 
could rise to the occasion when it came to 
holding a conversation by pantomimic signs 
interspersed with ‘‘ pidgen ’’ English. 

AS IT IS SPOKEN. 

Often a foreigner’s limited knowledge of 
English can create more misunderstanding 
than if he were entirely ignorant of the 
language. The word ‘‘heat,’’ as sometimes 
pronounced on the Liffeyside, rather confused 
the cook of the St. Zurriola when a stevedore 
came along at noon with his tea can, and 
the request to “ hate up me tea, Cookie.” 

“I no ate vour tea,’ Cookie answered, in- 
dignantly; “ I no see it.” 

‘“* Hate it up on the stove, I mean,” ex- 
plained ‘‘ Steve,” holding out his can. 

“Oh, no-no,” replied Cookie, with a 
beaming smile. “I no hate it being on ze 
stove. No trouble—give me ze can.” So 
the incident ended happily despite the mis- 
understandings. 

Few people realise that, so far as Treland 
is concerned, it ison the Liffey that Christmas 
first manifests itself. Here, in decidedly sub- 
stantial forms, shadows of the coming event 
have been gliding up the river during the 
past month from Mediterranean and other 
foreign ports, with requirements necessary 
for the festivities, disguised under the pro- 
saic name of general cargo.

THE DECEMBER SKIES. 


JUPITER’S 
SATELLITES. 


From Our ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT. 
THE PLANETS. 


Mercury and Venus are evening stars, 
and rise and set nearly together in the first 
few days of the month, Venus being some 
distance to the north of Mercury. Venus 
may be a guide to the position of her less 
conspicuous neighbour. Mercury soon 

asses out of sight in the rays of the Sun, 
sees Venus continues to emerge more and 
more from the twilight glow as the season 
advances, and is soon seen by all as the 
Evening Star. For the present she is a 
disappointing telescopic object, showing 
nothing but a tiny dazzingly bright disc, 
nearly circular, and destitute of detail 
Mars is in the same region of the sky as 
the two previous planets, but sets a little 
earlier, and is not likely to be seen. 
Jupiter rises before 9.50.p.m. at the begin- 
ning, and soon after 7.30 p.m. at the close 
of the month. As yet there are not many 
satellite phenomena observable, unless one 
is able to watch into the small hours, but 
the shadow of satellite I will be visible on 
the 3rd, after 10.22 p.m., and again on the 
19th, before 10.57 p.m., and on the 26th, 
after 10.33 p.m. The shadow of II will be 
seen on the 29th, after 11.1 p.m. 

The system of Jupiter this winter is pre- 
sented to the observer under an interesting 
aspect, which only recurs every six years. 
The orbits of the satellites are presented 
edgewise to the Earth, and they con- 
sequently eclipse and occult one another on 
occasions, in addition to the eclipses and 
occultations which they suffer from their 
giant primary. Besides the satellites, the 
planet's belts are also presented edgewise, 
and show as straight lines across his disc, 
though this is Iss noticeable than the 
mutual eclipses and occultations of the 
satellites. The inclination of the Jupiter 
system to the plane of his orbit is small, 
and consequently the curvature of the belts 
at maximum inclination not very notice- 
able; but it can be seen when attention is 
called to it. During the coming winter it 
will be absent, and the straightness of the 
belts very striking. The shadows of the 
satellites, too, will traverse the planet's 
disc nearly along his equator, and so will 
the satellites themselves when they are, as 
they are sometimes, visible in projection on 
Jupiter’s disc. Occasionally a satellite 
will perform what is called a dark transit, 
being nearly as dark as its shadow, as it 
crosses the planet. . The cause of this 
transformation is not clearly understood. 
Either the satellite is darker than usual or 
the planet’s surface brighter. The latter 
is probably the true explanation, since 
Jupiter is a sort of minor Sun, and his 
surface must undergo considerable convul. 
sions of an eruptive nature at times, caus- 
ing variations in brightness. 

Saturn will be in conjunction with the 
Sun on the 15th January, and is quite out 
of the observer’s reach. Uranus, still 
close to the small star Epsilon Piscium, 
will be found in nearly the same place as 
described in these notes for the previous 
two months. He will be stationary on the 
29th, very near Zeta Piscium. This is a 
star still smaller than Epsilon, and in the 
same group, all of which can be viewed 
together in the field of an ordinary pair of 
binoculars. 


THE SUN. 


The Winter Solstice, when the Sun 
enters Capricornus, occurs this year on 
December 22nd at 7 p.m. This day is, 
therefore, technically the ‘‘ shortest day.” 
The term is somewhat elastic; for the 
actual duration of daylight, or the interval 
between sunrise and sunset, alters only by 
a second or two for several days about this 
date; but a reference to the almanac will 
inform us that the evenings cease to 
shorten about December 13th, while the 
mornings continue to shorten till well into 
the New Year. The reason of this is that 
the Equation of Time (the difference 
between the clock and the Sun) is changing 
very rapidly at this time of year. The 
clock is, in fact, gaining half a minute a 
day on the Sun at the time of the Winter's 
Solstice, the advance of the clock being 
considerably more than the gain of day 
light in the mornings. This is the result 
of the astronomical fact that the Earth at 
this time of year is at its nearest approach 
to the Sun, the actual nearest approach 
(Perihelion), being on the órd of January ; 
consequently the Earth is moving more 
rapidly now than at other times. The 
reflex result is that we see the Sun moving 
more rapidly eastwards among the stars. 
This faster movement, being against the 
daily motion of the whole heavens, results 
in a loss of time by the Sun, compared with 
the clock, which, of course, is timed to 
keep pace with the Sun’s average, or mean. 
daily motion. Hence the expression “Mean 
Time,” as distinguished from ‘ Apparent 
Time,’’ which is the time the Sun actually 
keeps, and “ Sidereal Time,” which is the 
time the stars keep. Sidereal Time is the 
actual time of the Earth’s rotation—the 
time which an observer outside the Solar 
System would see the Earth keep. The 
Siderea) Day, the interval between two 
succertive passages of a star across the 
meridian, is our only invariable time 
standard, to which all other time standards 
are referred. The number of sidereal days 
in a year is always one more than the 
number of solar days, the Earth’s annual 
motion. around the Sun having the effect of 
nullifying one rotation as referred to the 
Sun. What is the same thing, an observer 
inside the Earth’s orbit would see it make 
one less rotation on its axis per annum. 
than a spectator outside. 


THE MOON.

THE STARS. 


At midnight on the 1st; 11 p.m. on the 
15th ; and 10 p.m. on the 30th. om 

Taurus and Auriga are on the meridian, 
the bright star Aldebaran being nearly due 
south, and the still brighter Capella not 
far behind. The west and south-west are 
rather dull, the brightest objects there 
being some second magnitude stars in 
Aries and Andromeda. In contrast, the 
east is glittering with starlight. Orion 1s 
only an hour short of the meridian, while 
following him are Canis Major, Canis 
Minor and Gemini. Seven first magnitude 
stars—Betelgeuse and Rigel im Orion, 
Sirius, Procyon, Pollux, Aldebaran and 
Capella—and a host of second magnitude 
contribute to the brightness of the region, 
while further east is Leo. The region just 
below our horizon is no less brilliant ; for 
here shines Canopus and a rich region of 
Argo. Canopus, second only to Sirius to 
the eve, is one of the giants of the 
Universe. Sirius is bright because he is 
near—only a mere trifle of eight light- 
years distant; but Canopus is so distant 
that no trustworthy estimate of his remote- 
ness has yet been obtained. He cannot be 
less than 600 light-years away, and may 
be much more. Rigel is another colossus, 
to whose size and distance we have as yet 
no clue. Betelgeuse, the red star in Orion's 
shoulder, is also a giant, but a compara- 
tively cool one, at the beginning of his 
career as a star, a mere baby in years, as 
stars bo, but more like Finn McCoul’s 
legendary infant in relative bulk. Rigel 
and Canopus are at a fiery stage of 
adolescence, having enormous surface 
temperatures, compared to which the Sun 
is cold. 


THE MILKY WAY. 


The Milky Way springs from where 
Canis Major lies low on the south-eastern 
horizon, and passes ria Gemini, Auriga, 
Perseus, Cassiopeia and Cepheus, to where 
the never-setting Deneb and Vega shine 
just over the N.N.W. horizon. Below the 
Pole are Ursa Minor and Draco. 

The Milky Way is rich in brilliant tele- 
scopic objects, many of them well adapted 
to show off the powers of quite small in- 
struments. The most remarkable of these 
is the great double cluster between 
Perseus and Cassiopeia, easily found 
because visible to the naked eye. Auriga 
contains several of great beauty, one a 
perfect jewelled cross. There is another 
in Gemini, containing a typical example 
of a stream or chaplet of stars. Some ó 
degrees south of Sirius is 41 Messier, a fine 
globular cluster reso)vable with a small 
telescope. It is off the line of the Milky 
Way and probably unconnected with it, 
being of a class differing markedly from 
the average galactic cluster. In Cancer is 
another easy star cluster, visible to the 
naked eye, and known as Praesepe, or the 
Bee-hive. Any small glass, even a pair of 
binoculars, will resolve it into stars. 
Another object worth hunting up is the 
Crab Nebula, near Zeta Tauri. It is not 
far off the Ecliptic, and consequently 
planets are liable to pass over it, as 
Neptune did some years ago, when the 
nebula enabled the writer of these notes, 
then a humble amateur, with a very smal] 
telescope, to find and identify the planet.

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ORGAN RECITAL. 
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MR. G. D. CUNNINGHAM AT 
LEESON PARK CHURCH. 


The organ in Christ Church, Leeson Park. 
Dublin, has been rebuilt recently 
well-known Huddersfield firm of “Conacher. 
rhe alterations have been extensive, and 
portion of the cost, some hundreds of pounds 
has yet to be defrayed. Last night there 
was a large congregation in the church to 
hear a recital on the organ by Mr. G. D. 
Cunningham, F.,R.C.O., City Organist of 
Cirmingham. 

The resources of the instrument in its new 
form were quickly revealed in the opening 
part of Mr Cunningham’s recital. In the 
Bach Fantasia and Fugue in G minor there 
was a general display of the foundation 
work, 

As regards performance, Mr. Cunningham 
took the music with expected boldness, and 
by a brisker pace and a lighter air suggested 
features which took one’s interest and 
avoided undesirable comparison of this 
reasonably well-equipped church organ with 
the big recital organs on which many of 
those present must have heard the Fantasia 
and Fugue. 

Of the two short pieces by Wesley, which 
followed, one served for display of some 
choice solo reeds and flutes. The many 
pleasing combinations possible with the solo 
group were revealed more fully in Mr. 
Cunningham's delightful performance of the 
Air and Variations taken from an orchestral] 
work of Haydn. In his performance of 
Cesar Franck’s Chorale in A minor, No. 3, 
the organist took the opportunity to make 
effective use of the range of Swell reeds. 

The Allegro movement from Widoer’s 
Sixth Symphony tested the organ for volume. 
Out of Mr. Cunningham's remaining selec- 
tions the most interesting was the portion 
of the famous Sonata on the 94th Psalm by 
Reubke, a composer who died young, leaving 
this Sonata as the chief ieee of his early 
genius. The complete work is a remarkable 
piece of organ music; on this occasion Mr. 
Cunningham was able to include only the 
introduction and finale. 

In Dublin for some years past there have 
been few opportunities for the public to hear 
organists of repute from other centres. The 
visit of so eminent a performer as Mr. Cun- 
ningham was, therefore, highly appreciated. 
It was not, perhaps, altogether a disadvan- 
tage, from the point of view of many local 
organists, that he came on this occasion to 
reveal the resources of a church organ of 
medium capacity, instead of showing his 
ability to manage the lavish devices of a 
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recital organ.

It seems to be impossible to transport the 
essence of a Milne comedy across the Irish 
Sea; Irish audiences are unprepared for, and 
unaccustomed to the quiet humour, and Irish 
acting 1s not speedy enongh for its quickty- 
dissolving shadings.

light plays of the day.

William Sherwood made an almost perfect 
Latimer; he would have been completely 
perfect had his first act been more assured, 
calmly mysterious and morally superior as 
the author evidently intended. Mr. George 
Wood made the utmost of the ironic humour 
of Nicholas, and Mr. Nial Mac Innis showed 
very marked improvement in the exactine 
part of Leonard. The fussily clinging 
Sustasia gave Miss Dorothy Casey the chance 
to show her best, and Miss Nancy Essery 
made a fine study of the coldly efficient 
Anne. As Dominic. the sapient butler. Mr. 
Jonty Hanaghan did as Hollywood would 
have him, despite his little lapse with the 
hath. 

l‘erhaps the lesson of the Dover Road is 
of little value to Dublin, but the comedy 
will certainly prove amusing. It will be re.

N the Chancery Court, Belfast, to-day, be- 
| iore Lord Justice Best, an order was 
given for liberty to issue a misfeasance 
summons for service outside the jurisdiction 
of the Court against Mr. Robert G. Scott, a 
director of the Ulster Woollen Co., Ltd., in 
respect of certain matters concerning this 
firm, which is in liquidation. 

The application was made hy Mr. E. S. 
Warnock (instructed by Messrs. Shean and 
Dickson), on behalf of the liquidator, Mr. J. 
Q. Wilson, chartered accountant, Belfast, 
who stated in his affidavit that he was satis- 
fied from examination of the company’s hooks, 
and from inquiries made from Mr. Scott, 
that the liabilities of the firm had not for 
years been shown fully in the company’s 
books or on the balance-sheet 

“If this affidavit be correct,” said counsel. 
fit would appear that something in the 
nature of a conspiracy existed hetween Mr. 
Scott and a number of people with whom he 
was doing business to furnish him with in- 
voices and statements which he afterwards 
Bubmitted on his company’s balance-sheets, 
and which were entirely inaccurate.”’ 

Reading from the affidavit, counsel said that 
the Ulster Woollen Co., Ltd., had its regis- 
tered office at Crumlin, Co. Antrim, and was 
Incorporated on 16th March, 1887, with a 
capital of £15.000 divided into 300 shares of 
£50 each. This capital was subsequently in- 
creased te £60.000. divided inte 12,000 
Ordinary shares of £50 each, there being no 
Preference shares or Debentures. 


“SERIOUS POSITION.” 

Having set out the accounts of the company 
up till the vear ended March 31, 1927, the 
liquidator said that in December, 1930, events 
happened as a result of which the auditors 
of the company, Messrs. Hill; Vellacott and 
Jjailev, were directed to make a full investi 
gation of the company’s position. The result 
of this preliminary examination disclosed a 
very serious position, and the first report 
showed that while the debit at profit and loss 
in the halance sheet was £6.576 6s. 4d. on 
March 13, 1930, the figure should have been 
approximately £47,000 losses. 

Qn receipt of that report the directors of 
the company at once called a meeting to 
consider the position, and, on February 4th, 
1931, a resolution was passed that the com- 
pany be voluntarily wound up. 

In 1919 the directors of the company were: 
Messrs. John MecKittrick, Robert Gault, 
Robert G. Scott, V. D. Despard, and on May 
26th, 1920, Mr. Thomas H. Scott was 
appointed managing director. On April 21st. 
Mr. Robert Gault retired from the Board, and 
Mr. F. J. Holland was co-opted in his stead, 
Mr. McKittrick having died on May 5th, 
1929. 

“ The actual management of the company 
was almost entirely in the hands of Robert 
G. Scott,” added the affidavit. ‘‘ Thomas 
H. Scott was factory manager and engineer. 
Mr. Despard was secretary of the company 
and Mr. Holland, though chairman, did not 
take any part in the actual management of 
the company. 

“Upon my appointment as liquidator, I 
made a careful investigation into the affairs 
of the company, and [| have ascertained that 
since the year 1921 the assets of the company 
have heen continuously overstated and the 
liabilities understated. Robert G. Scott has 
informed me that since !921, when a heavv 
fall in the value of stocks took place, he had 
always overvalued the stocks and did not 
make proper allowance for depreciation.”’ 


THE BOOKS. 


Mr. Wilson further stated that Mr. Scott 
had admitted that he manipulated the books 
of the company since the fal] in values in 
1921, and he did not adequately depreciate 
the stocks at that time or in March, 1930, 
when a further fall in values occurred. He 
also stated that so far as the manipulation 
of the books was concerned there was no 
person to blame for it but himself. 

“TI have satisfied myself from my investi- 
getions of the affairs of the company,” added 
Mr. Wilson. ‘that the accounts of the com- 
pany for the years ended March 3lst, 1922: 
March 31st, 1923; March 31st, 1924, and 
March 3lst, 1925, do not show the true state 
of the company’s affairs at those dates. The 
dividends which were paid for those years 
were not paid out of the profits, as no profits 
were, In fact. made, and that the dividends 
were paid out of capital. I am satisfied from 
the statement of Robert G. Scott that he was 
at all material times aware that no profits 
were earned during those years.”

The supply of turkey cocks is not quite 
up to the numbers of previous seasons. but 
no tear 1s anticipated that the supply will not 
equal the demand. In spite of the unfavour- 
able weather conditions prevailing for the 
best part of the season, the quality is well 
up to average, and birds of prime condition, 
weighing from 16lb to 20Ib., will be avail 
able. ‘The supply of hen turkeys likewise is 
not up to the average of past years, but the 
condition of the birds is even slightly better 
than usual. If anticipations are realised, the 
demand should be brisk. ‘The average weight 
of hen turkeys is from 10Ib. to 14lb. 

: DUCKS. 

The quantity of ducks available is slightly 
above the average of previous The 
quality remains as good as with: 
average weight 4lb. to 5Slb. 

CHICKENS. 

As in last season, exceptional quantities 
of prime chickens of average weights of from 
4ib. to Sib. are available in every county in 
Saorstut Eireann, and are almost certain of a 
ready inarket. 

All poultry exporters catering for the 
Christmas poultry trade are again urged to 
use only standard poultry crates for the con- 
veyance of turkeys, and to place their orders 
for packages without delay. Full particulars 
as to the specification for such crates, 
together with recommendations as to packing.

WHEN TO SELL. 


From experience gained in previous years, 
it is abundantly clear that the best time to 
dispose of supplies of turkeys—especially hen 
birds—is early in December. Many unifavour- 
able criticisms have been received as to the 
prejudicial effect on prices created by the 
arrival of large quantities of }oultry on 
rrarkets which have become overstocked on 
the near approach of Christmas. Last year 
there were numerous instances of Irish con- 
cignments which could not be marketed for 
the Christmas trade, and which had to be 
placed in cold storage to await more favour- 
able conditions 

It has been brought to the Department’s 
potice that in some instances birds in poor 
condition, apparently as a result of disease, 
were included in consignments. This prac- 
tice cannot be too strongly condemned. It 
is calculated to prejudge seriously not alone 
the value of the particular consignment con- 
cerned, but the turkey trade in general.

The chief difficulty in the way of the 
campaign against drug-traffickers appears 
to be the international character of the 
organisations which purvey the poison, 
and the inadequacy of the various 
countries’ penal codes in respect of such 
offences. During the last twenty years— 
and the shattered nerves which war con- 
ditions created gave an unfortunate fillip 
to the demand—the drug traffic has been 
developed in scope after the most scientific 
fashion. Every now and again some humble 
agent is caught and punished ; but only on 
the rarest occasions do the directors of 
the industry come within the reach uí 
the law. Even then the delinquent has 
little to fear, since the heaviest fine 
imposable represents the merest iota in 
his annual profits, and a period in jail 
is no serious deterrent to those who are 
prepared to profit by the degradation of 
their fellow-men. It is to be hoped that 
the evidence accumulated by the League 
will inspire the nations to review their 
penal codes. Those countries which hold 
that the murder of a citizen ought to be 
punished by death might consider, with 
advantage, the deserts of the man, or 
woman, who for pelf destroys the souls 
of many.

Cariada’s Population. 


Politicians of the last century found a 
fruitful source of grievance in the fact 
that, while Ireland’s area was more than 
half as large as that of England and 
Wales, her population was nine times 
smaller. A far more remarkable differ- 
ence between adjoining nations is shown 
by Canada and the United States. The 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics has issued 
a provisional estimate of Canada’s total 
population according to the 1951 census. 
In the last decade, it appears, the popula- 
tion has grown from 8,788,485 to some 
10,360,000, representing an increase of 
eighteen per cent. This increase, says the 
Ottawa Correspondent of The Times, will! 
involve considerable changes in the dis- 
tribution of seats for the Federal House of 
Commons. Whereas the actual number of 
members will not vary, Nova Scotia will 
lose two seats and New Brunswick one, 
while British Columbia will gain two and 


| Alberta one. Other provinces would suffer 


losses if their representation were not for- 
bidden, by the British North America 
Act, to fall below certain levels. The in- 
teresting fact, however, is not that 
Canada’s population is on the increase, 
but that it remains so small in compari- 
son with that of her giant neighbour, the 
United States. Both countries are almost 
exactly equal in area, but the United 
States’ population of 137,003,435 persons 
is virtually fourteen times that of Canada. 
Here, most notably, is figured the huge 
density of population that attends an 
industrial State in comparison with a 
State that is primarily agricultural. We 
gain an idea of the packed condition of 
the eastern seaboard of the United States 
when we consider that huge areas of that 
country are covered with farms as large 
and as sparsely peopled as any of the 
great Canadian farms.

INCONSISTENT ATTITUDE 
OF AUTHORITIES. 


Mr. Gandhi received journalists repre- 
senting the Press of the world at his 
London headquarters last night. The 
journalists sat around cross-legged in the 
Indian fashion while Mr. Gandhi spoke. 

Mr. Gandhi said: “ The situation in 
India, and especially in Bengal, is ugly. 
It leaves little room for hope that some- 
thing big will come out of the Conference. 

‘“T refer to the Ordinance just passed 
in Bengal. It gives extraordinary powers 
to the Government in order to deal with 
what is being called ‘terrorism,’ and, to 
a certaint extent, is rightly so called. 

‘““T detest such crimes, but 1 am yuite 
clear in my mind that the powers taken 
are altogether out of proportion to the 
possibilities of the spread of terrorism. 
If I had my way, therefore, I should 
certainly utilise all the ordinary legal 
powers to put down the crime, and at the 
same time find out what the terrorists 
mean by freedom. 


WOULD CONCEDE DEMANDS 


“Tf as a result of my inquiry I found 
that their demand was just I should 
straightway concede their demands, and 
there would be no terrorism in the land. 

‘1 fear very much that unless that full 
freedom for which the nation is hunger- 
ing comes terrorism will not be rooted 
out. Congress has adopted a method 
whereby terrorism can be entirely replaced 
by means of civil resistance and all it 
means, and I am certain that the Congress 
method has, in a very large degree, kept 
terrorist crime in check.

Dr. Drumm was at . e Grand Canal 
street engine shed, in which the train 
is housed, at about nine o’clock vesterday 
morning, and shortly after ten the train 
was hauled to Amiens street Station and 
charged before travelling to Bray, where 
it arrived some minutes after midday. A 
number of tests were carried out, and the 
batteries were charged, the intention 
being, it was understood, to proceed to 
Grevstones.

In an editorial article, The Times to-day 
states:—The Prime Minister's closing state- 
ment to the Round Table Conference must be 
reassuring to everyone but those who hoped, 
or feared, that a full-grown Federal Constitu- 
tion for India could be conjured like a rabi 
out of a hat, or, alternatively, that progress 
by the method of conference would prove a 
futile dream. Mr. Macdonald was speaking 
vesterday with the whole force of the 
National Government behind him—a fact 
which enthusiasts and wreckers alike will do 
well to ponder. To a far greater extent, 
therefore, than in January his declaration 
embodies the settled purpose of the British 
people: for there can be no reai question 
about its endoisement in the parliamentary 
debate which begins to-day. Nor, indeed, 
is there anything in it for serious criticism 
by those who have tollowed the work of the 
Round Table since this attempt at advance 
by mutual agreement was first formally pro- 
jected, more than two vears ago, by Sir John 
Simon's historic letter. 

In the first place, there is no turning back. 
The three n.ain principles of the future con- 
stitution of IJIrdia—provincial — autonomy. 
responsibility with safeguards in the Centra]

NO FAILURE. 


In the second place, there has been no 
failure in the present session. Its record 
may seem, indeed, to be one of exposing difii- 
culties rather than of resolving them.

HEN the Statute of Westminster Bill 
came before the House of Lords in 
committee yesterday, Lord Danesfort 
moved a new clause to provide that 
nothing in the bill should affect the right 
of appeal from the Supreme Court of 
Southern Ireland to the Privy Council. 

Lord Danesfort maintained that the 
right of appeal to the Privy Council was 
an integral part of the Treaty between 
Great Britain and the Irish Free State. 
This issue, he said, was raised by an 
amendment which had been moved by 
Colonel Gretton in the House of Commons 
and rejected. In rejecting that amend- 
ment, the House of Commons was largely 
influenced by the letter written by Mr. 
Cosgrave to the Prime Minister, and by a 
statement made by Mr. Baldwin. In his 
letter, Mr. Cosgrave said that the Treaty 
was an agreement which could only be 
altered by consent, while Mr. Baldwin 
informed. the Commons that he was 
advised by the Law Officers that the bind- 
ing character of the Treaty would not be 
altered by one jot or tittle by the passing 
of this bill. The right of appeal to the 
Privy Council was regarded among the 
minorities and others in Southern Ireland 
as of the most vital importance for the 
purpose of protecting their rights. 

In every case where the appeal to the 
Privy Council had come from the Supreme 
Court of Southern Ireland, that appeal 
had been successful. In other words, if 
it had not been for the existence of the 
Privy Council great injustices would have 
been done. He quoted particularly an

TWO STATEMENTS. 


They had been told that Mr. Cosgrave 
held the view that the right of appeal to 
the Vrivy Council was not part of the 
Treaty at all, and that he intended, if the 
present bill was passed, to abolish that 
right entirely.

In a public speech, as recentls 
as Mav last, Mr. Cosgrave said that these 
appeals to the Privy Council were 
anomalies and anachronisms, and were an 
insult to their dignity; while Mr. 
McGilligan, speaking later, said that the 
British Monarch, or King, was finished 
entirelv, so far as the Free State was 
concerned. 

Every legal authority in Great Britain 
had stated without hesitation that the 
Treaty contained implicitly this right of 
appeal. That view had been asserted by 
no one more strongly than by the Govern- 
ment’s present advisers, and by Viscount 
Hailsham himself. He doubted whether 
one single legal authority in Great 
Britain would take the opposite view. 
Would it be right for Parliament to allow 
what they believed, on the highest legal 
authorities, would be a violation of the 
Treaty, simply because an unknown legal 
authority in Southern Ireland had stated 
that such a right was not in the Treaty? 
It would be a gross dereliction of duty if 
the House consented to anything of the 
sort. 


PLEA FOR AMENDMENT. 


Even if this right of appeal had not 
been put in the Treaty, it was expressly 
preserved in the Irish Free State Con 
stitution Act, and unless the present bill 
gave the Irish Free State power to alter 


to alter that part of their Constitution 
There was no doubt that if the present 
measure passed without his amendment. 
the Irish Free State could abolish the 
right of appeal. He asked the House to 
accept the new clause for a further 
reason, that he thought their lordships 
would be justified in saying that the 
Irish Free State Government were not 
entitled to infringe upon the prerogative 
of the Crown which allowed such 
appeals. 

Four or five of the Dominions had put 
into the measure provisions to protect 
their interests in the manner they con- 
sidered proper, but it appeared that the 
Imperial Parliament must not put in one 
single line to protect their own interests 
and the interests of the minorities in 
Southern Ireland. He urged that the 
House was almost bound to do somethinz 
to protect those interests, in view of the 
clear intention expressed by Mr. Corgrave 
to effect what thev believed to be a viola 


tion of the Treaty. 
LORD HAILSHAM’S 
ADVICE, 


HOUSE ASKED TO REJECT 
NEW CLAUSE. 


Viscount Hailsham said that he doubted 
very much if Lord Danesfort, in his 
amendment, was rendering any yreat ser- 
vice to the cause of those whom he was 
desiring to champion in Southern Ire- 
land. Lord Danesfort missed altogether 
the point of the objection which was 
taken to any such provision as that which 
he desired to see inserted in the measure. 
not only by the Trish Free State, but 
by the other Dominions. Their point 
was that such a provision was a deroga- 
tion from, and a contradiction of, the 
constitutional position which they asserted 
in 1926 to be the constitutional position 
of the Dominions in the Balfour Declara- 
tion. This Parliament had no constitu- 
tional right, under the Balfour Declara- 
tion, to impose upon the free recognition 
of the absolute autonomy of the Irish 
Free State limitations or qualifications 
that we would only grant it to the ex- 
tent which we thought the Irish Free 
State was entitled to use it. 


THE RIGHT OF APPEAL. 


His own view was that this right of 
appeal to the Privy Council was p.+serve { 
in the Treaty, and if the Irish Free State 
Parliament desired to deny that right 
they ought to submit the matter to some 
impartial tribunal to decide which was 
right. Because the new clause would be 
inconsistent with the constitutional posi- 
tion, he asked the House to reject it. 

Lord Danesfort said iat he hoped Mr 
Cosgrave would pause a long time before 
he took any steps which would be a gross 
breach of faith to many people who desired 
to maintain Treaty rights, and would be 
unworthy of a Dominion to whom free 
government had been granted by this 
country. 

The Earl of Midleton doubted whether 
Lord ‘Danesfort was speaking on this roint 
for many Loyalists in Southern Ireland. 
Even if his amendment was carried, they 
all knew that this Parliament could not 
give effect to it. In his view the Govern- 
ment was taking the right course in this 
matter. 

Lord Danesfort did not press his amend- 
ment, and the Committee stage was con-

SOME CAUSES OF

HE fall in the £ has brought its inter- 
national .value down to within 
measureable distance of the low “ record ”’ 
figure of 3.20 dollars, touched just over 
ten years ago. 
The closing rate on New York last night 
was 3.30 dollars. The gold standard parity 
on that centre was 4.86 and two-thirds, 
and the quotation a week ago was 3.68. 
Several circumstances are combining to 
bring down sterling at the present time, 
but most of them may be regarded as 
temporary in character. The necessity for 
making heavy purchases of food and raw 
materials at this time of the year always 
creates a demand for dollars and other 
foreign currencies. There is thus a 
seasonal pressure on sterling, and now 
that the £ is not linked with gold 
this influence has a pronounced effect. 
At the same time, confidence abroad in 
the stability of the 8 has been weakened 
to some extent by rumours that an- in- 
cease in the Bank of England's fiduciary 
note issue—the part of the total note issue 
that.is not covered by gold—is to be made 
to meet Christmas demands for currency. 
Ah increase from £260,000,000 to 
£275,000,000 in the fiduciary note issue 
was granted last August, and has heen 
continued up to the present time. It is 
thought that a further addition might be 
interpreted in some quarters abroad as a 
definite step towards inflation in this 
country, and foreign confidence just now 
is not strong enough to withstand even a 
suggestion of such an addition.

STATEMENTS DENIED. 


President Cosgrave, in the course of an 
address, referred to the recent Constitu- 
tion (Amendment) Act, and said that 
those who opposed that measure had said 
that it was not introduced to bring peace, 
but to distort social order. The truth, 
however, was that after six weeks’ opera- 
tion the measure had been shown to be 
beneficent, and its opponents now con- 
tented themselves with describing it as 
coercion. When they were asked for 
examples of coercion none were forth. 
coming. 

He went on to say “ If you give a lie 
half a start, you can never catch up onit.”’ 
Whether that statement was completely 
accurate or not, it seemed to be completely 
accepted by Fianna Fail orators. There 
were so many examples of that that the 


powers secured by the Statute of West- 
minster, would not be exercised except by 
agreement with the British Government.

SHANNON SCHEME. 


——— 
THE NEW CHARGES. 


He dealt with the Shannon Scheme. 
which, he said, had given rise to much 
public interest and discussion in recent 
months. The scheme may be said to fall 
into two parts—the one the constructive 
part, which included generation and trans- 
mission ; and, the second, the distribution 
and sale side. The whole scheme was 
bated ‘upon the report of the most distin- 
guished European experts, and was super- 
vised during construction by the Govern- 
ment. The original estimate of construc- 
tion was five and a quarter millions, but 
the actual cost of the works differed from 
the estimate by, approximately, seven per 
cent., which was a very small variation in 
a contract of such dimensions. 

The estimates as regards consumption of 
current and cost of supply had worked out 
in practice. It was estimated that con- 
sumption would reach the 150 million unit 
mark in 1932, and that estimate will be 
realised. It was originally estimated that 
the average cost of current delivered to the 
distribution system would be 0.84d. per 
unit, but the variation in the estimate for 
cost of construction, together with the in- 
clusion of some items, such as administra- 
tion costs, raised that figure from 0.84d. 
to 0.9d., and the Board were satisfied, from 
their experience to date, that that figure 
of 0.9d.. for current delivered to the dis- 
tribution system would meet all charges, 
including sinking fund, maintenance and 
repairs and renewals. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S 
POLICY, 


The policy of the Government in regard 
to the supply of electricity, he added, was 
that the scheme must pay its way without 
any subsidy from the taxpayer. When the 
Board had an opportunity of going care- 
fully into their estimates of revenue and 
expenditure they came to the conclusion 
that, if they were to discharge their obliga- 
tions under the Act, it would be 
necessary for them to secure increased 
revenue on the basis of the units 
sold. The alternative of facing up to 
that issue at once rather than trying 
to carry on in the hope that some 
extraordinarily favourable circumstances 
might arise which would relieve them of 
their difficulties was clearly the only 
course which could commend :tself to a 
body with a proper appreciation of its 
responsibilities. 

The Board was satisfied that the revised 
charges would suffice to enable them to 
discharge their obligations. The increzed 
cost worked out at an average over all 
increase of from about 1.78d. per unit to 
ed. per unit. If the present revised prices 
proved more than sufficient, seeing that 
it was the duty of the Board to supply 
consumers as nearly as possible at cost 
price, the charges would be reduced. 

Any other inconveniences which may 
have been felt in the early stages of the 
scheme were due to the speed with which 
the organisation had to be got together 
They were of a temporary nature, and 
would disappear as soon as the necessary 
adjustments now in progress had been 
Inade.

“THE MILITARY TRIBUNAL. 


LIMERICK MINUTE 
BOOK CASE. 


DATES OF TWO TRIALS 
FIXED. 


——__@—_—-- 
Toc Military Tribunal set up under the 


Constitution Amendment Act con- 
tinued its sittings yesterday at Collins 
Barracks, Dublin. 

Michael Hurley, of Mungret street, Lime- 
rick, and William Barry, of The Crescent, 
Limerick, were charged with taking part or 
assisting in the maintenance of an unlawful 
association—namely, Oglaigh na hEireann— 
which purported to be a military force, and 
was not established and maintained in law. 

There were other charges of membership 
of Oglaigh na nEireann, and conspiracy, with 
other unknown persons, to partake in the 
maintenance of the iilegal association. . 

The two accused men pleaded “' not guilty ”’ 
to all charges. 

Mr, Finlay said that the charges against 
prisoners had been before a magistrate, who 
sent them for trial, but an order had been 
made transferring them from Limerick City 
Circuit Court to that Tribunal. Apparently 
some time prior to September 28 a resolution 
was passed dealing either with the shooting 
of Superintendent Curtin or a man named 
Ryan in Tipperary. While in his office on 
September 28 Mr. Peacocke, City Surveyor, 
Limerick Corporation, was approached by 
two men, who demanded the Public Health 
minute book. This, they stated, contained a 
resolution concerning a policeman. On leav- 
ing they left behind a document. headed 
‘“Oglaigh na hEireann, Limerick Btn., H.Q. 

“ Tó the Limerick County Borough Coun- 
cil.—Strongly resenting your recent resolu- 
tion of condemnation of the shooting of a 
police agent in Tipperarv, it has been 
decided by above H.Q. Staff that the minute 
books of your Council be taken for the pur- 
pose of deleting therefrom the offensive rero- 
lution. It is felt that this should be sufh- 
cient action on our part at present, and, 
further, that it shall serve as a warning 
against any further defence of police agents. 
—Sinne, Batt. Staff.” 

Mr. M. Comyn, K.C, (instructed. by Mr. 
McGonagle), for Hurley, asked for the terms 
of the charge before the District Justice, and 
in respect of which that trial had been trans 
ferred to that Tribunal. 

Mr. Finlay said that they were in every 
way similar to the charges before the Tribunal! 
that day. 

Mr. Comyn asked was the Tribunal satisfied 
that the two accused men were now being 
tried upon the charge made against them 
before the District Justice 

The President replied that they were quite 
satisfied on the evidence laid before them on 
the matter, 


SURVEYOR’S EVIDENCE. 

Joseph Peacocke, City Surveyor of Limerick, 
swore that on the 28th September when he 
was in his office in the Town Hall, Limerick, 
two men called there. He was alone, and the 
men asked to see the minutes of the Public 
Health Committee. They said that they 
wanted to find a resolution dealing with stioot- 
ing. He said there was no such resolution 
about policemen.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 

In the Northern Senate to-day, Mr. T. J. 
Campbell, K.C. (Nat.), moved that the 
House viewed with grave concern the great 
disproportion in the distribution of pabli-. 
money on the denominational elementary 
schools of the province, £564,000 having been 
expended from the passing of the Education 
Act, 1923, till October, 1931, on the building 
or re-conditioning of 34 provided and 572 
transferred schools belonging to the ‘‘ma- 
jority’? in Northern Ireland now wholly 
maintained at the public charge. Apart fron. 
the liquidation ms some obligations trans- 
mitted by the Imperial Government ten years 
years ago, no public money, the motion 
stated, had been expended on the building or 
re-conditioning of the 700 schools of the 
‘‘minority ” in Northern Ireland, with the 
exception of £7,370 on four and two commit- 
tee schools, and that all public money for 
the urgent neressary repairs of the schools 
of the “ minority,’’ attended by 72,000 
children, had been inequitably denied, 


THE COST PER HEAD. 

Mr. Campbell stated that something over 
two million sterling nad been voted by 
Parliament to meet the expenditure of the 
Ministry of Education on primary, secondary 
and University education in the year 1930-3], 
representing a cost in the primary training of 
200,000 children of about £8 10s. per child, 
or about £1 8s. 6d. per head of the population 
In Great Britain the yearly cost was 
about £1 per head of the population. 
The Roman Catholic children numbered over 
72,000 out of 200,000. In the year, 1925, there 
existed only two provided and ten transferred 
schools, and in October, 1931, there were 34 
provided and 572 transferred schools, accom- 
modating, perhaps, over 80,000 pupils. 

“They might say,” said Mr. Campbell, 
“ that those provided and transferred schools 
are open to all denominations.’’ So were the 
ioman Catholic voluntary schools. The Act 
of 1950, he alleged, had smoothed the path of 
the transfer of Protestant voluntary schools, 
but put a further difficulty in the way of the 
transfer of Roman Catholic schools by enact- 
ing that the parents of any of the children in 
a transferred school could insist upon ‘‘ simple 
Bible instructions ” being imparted in the 
school. The Education Ministry could not 
replace a loose slate on a Roman Catholic 
school, although a large sum had been saved 
to the public pocket by those schools not 
being transferred. Let them think of the dead- 
lock that would arise if the managers and their 
people, harassed by recurring burdens, were 
to close down their schools and throw upon 
the Ministry or the Regional Committee the 
huge task of providing accommodation ont of 
the rates at a cost of from £20 to £30 per 
head. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 


Viscount Charlemont, leader of the House 
and Minister of Education, said that the 
burden of Mr. Campbell's complaint was that 
those managers who had not been willing to 
place their schools under public control had 
not been able to secure public funds to 
the same extent for building purposes. 

It had been shown more than once that 
the grants available to voluntary school 
managers for building purposes in Northern 
Ireland were givin on conditions more favour- 
able to denominational bodies than in any 
part of the British Empire, except possibly 
in the Irish Free State. It was well known 
that Mr. Campbell's co-religionists in 
England would be gratified beyond belief if 
building grants were open to them there on 
the same conditions as in this’ country. 
Voluntary schools shared as fully as the 
others in all direct grants from the Ministry 
towards the salaries of the teachers, and in 
other ways; but if the whole cost of the 
provision and maintenance of school build- 
ings was to be borne on public funds, the 
school must be transferred to the local educa- 
tion authority and become the property of 
the public. 

The safeguards to secure the appointments 
of teachers acceptable to the parent estab- 
lished in last year’s Act rendered it possible 
for every denomination—and he did not ex- 
clude Roman Catholics—to transfer their 
schools and retain teachers of their own 
faith, and secure a religious education in 
conformity with this religious belief. 

On a division the motion was rejected by 
16 votes to 3.

BRITISH CHANCELLOR'S PRESSURE 


In moving the second reading of the bull, 
the Muimister of Finance said that, if they 
could form any opimon based on the public 
comments and much uninformed criticism 
which had been passed on this measure, 1t 
might be assumed that the Government had 
formed some deep-laid scheme to compass the 
undoing of the people. 

‘These unworthy suspicions,’ he _ pro- 
ceeded, ' are very disheartening to us as 
members of the Government, who, whatever 
cur shortcomings may be, have never had any 
purpose or policy which was not dictated by 
the highest interests of the community as a 
whole and pride in the development of our 
State.” ‘There were many members of the 
community, he proceeded, who honestly 
thought that a measure of valuation ol 
property, although almost an every day 
occurrence in Britain, was something in the 
nature of a calamity in L Ister. 

He pointed out that the subject of re- 
valuation had really been before the public 
for some years, and had frequently been 
referred to in local newspapers. Several 
committees had reported m favour of re- 
valuation in the interest of the equalisation 
of the burdens of all sections of the com- 
munty, but not with the idea of increasing 
the burdens on the community as a whole. 
All local authorities interested knew clearly 
that sooner or later revaluation must be carried 
Out, 


TREASURY AND TRUE VALUE. 

There was another important aspect of the 
problem “‘ We are not our own masters In 
this matter,” he delared. ‘‘ At a very early 
stage of our autonomous career the British 
Treasury expressed dissatisfaction with the 
valuations made in 1852 for the province, and 
in 1900-1906 for Belfast. The British Treasury 
regarded it as unprecedented and improper 
that a general valuation of property taken 
eighty years ago in the one case and twenty-five 
or thirty years in the othér should be re- 
garded as a true value. It is not a question 
whether these values are higher or lower than 
at present so much as the development of 
inequalities and anomalies which should be 
remedied. In Britain the whole country is 
valued every five years. What rehlance, there 
fore, can be placed on values taken eighty 
years ago in Ulster? This is clearly a ques- 
tion of principle. There is no answer to this 
that 1 can make, and | do not think there is 
any answer that anyone can make.’ 

Proceeding, he said that the question came 
to an issue in 1927, when the British Govern- 
men wrote pressing the necessity for a re- 
valuation of the province. He urged the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to permit the 
existing system to continue for a time, how- 
ever indefensible it might be in principle. This 
was agreed to, and the matter dropped. 
When a change of Goveinment took place in 
Great Britain the question of the valuation 
in Ulster was again raised, and he received 
a letter from the new Chancellor reminding 
him of the correspondence which had taken 
place with his predecessor, and adding that 
the matter should now be dealt with. 


PRESSURE RENEWED. 

“At this stage I not only wrote to the 
Chancellor, but had a personal interview 
with him, in which I explained our natural 
repugnance to introduce a scheme of: revalua- 
tion which 1 was sure would be unpopular. 
The Chancellor reiterated the necessity for a 
revaluation, and since then the pressure had 
teen renewed. The procedure previously con- 
templated was that the Imperial Government 
should introduce a clause in the British 
Finance Act, but I came to the conclusion 
that, as it was a local matter, and we had 
more experience of the conditions in Ulster 
than those at headquarters in London, it 
was wiser to undertake that in our own 
V’arliament rather than have it taken up at 
Westminster.” 

He declared that there was no foundation 
for the snggestion that had been made by 
some critics that this bill was a prelude to 
the acceptance by the Government of the 
various recommendations contained in the 
report of the Financial Relations Committee 
té the financial disadvantage of local 
authorities. That matter has 
received any consideration. It was stated 
that this was an inopportune time to under- 
lake revaluation, Apparently, its abstract 
equity was not contested. A period of com- 
mercial depression, however, was more likely 
to contribute to lower values than the time 
when trade was good. The measure could

POSITION ON THE LAND. 

Referring to agriculture, he pointed out 
that agricultural land and farm buildings were 
de-rated. With regard to the farm build- 
ings, two-thirds of the value of the whole 
property was allotted to the farmer's house. 
As an example of the effect of this arrange- 
ment, in the case of a distinctively agri- 
cultural county, the State bore 92 per cent. 
of the whole rates of County Fermanagh, 
while in the entire area of Northern Ireland 
£900,000 approximately was paid by the State 
in relief of farmers’ rates. ‘Three-fourths of 
the rates on industry were borne by the 
State, and, having regard to the deplorable 
conditions of their two great staple trades, 
linen and shipbuilding, he would indeed be 
a confirmed optimist who would forecast an 
increased valuation of mills and shipyards 
over the present basis. In Belfast, if valua- 
tions were increased, the rates should he 
corespondingly reduced, if the Corporation 
did its duty. 

“ At the early period of our autonomous 
life we were able to pay very substantial , 
contributions to the cost of the Army, Navy 
and the National Debt. These contributions 
have practically disappeared, and the money | 
so saved is distributed to almost every interest | 
in the province, so when we have been the 
recipients of such privileges, it cannot be 
surprising that the Imperial Government 
should ask for equality of sacrifice, if sacrifice 
there be, and that no one should be per- 
mitted to benefit at the expense oí his 
neighbour. 

“I have endeavoured for years to put 
off a disagreeable task in the hope, perhaps, 
tuat circumstances might render it unneces- 
sary, yet viewing the subject as a whole | 
cannot but think that, although a relatively 
small number of our people may be dis 
advantaged by income tax formalities, yet 
taking the long view it may prove of 
ultimate advantage to the province. if only 
as a proof to our fellow-citizens in Britain, 
that if we benefit by their prosperity we are 
eound, as citizens of a common country, to 
Share their adversity.”’ 


CORPORATION BLAMED. 


Mr. Beattie (Labour) said that he agreed to 
a certain extent with the Minister in placing

At a meeting of the Bray Urban Council 
yesterday Mr. P. J. Meghen, Commissioner, 
referred to the decision of the Electricity 
Supply Board to increase the rates for cur- 
rent. He expressed the opinion that it was 
a retrograde step. The increase, he pointed 
out, meant that the charges in Bray would 
be virtually the same as before the Board 
took over. He thought that most people who 
took in current did so in the belief that 
developments would be in the direction of 
reduction of cost. 

Some of the traders who objected to the 
increase had, he understood, reverted to the 
use of gas. 

He added that Bray was valued on a city 
scale in contrast with other towns, in which 
there had not been a revaluation for fifty 
years. He did not consider the system of

There was a large increase In the 
number of general and local anzsthetic cases, 
and it was worthy of note that only thirty 
teeth were extracted during the year without 
an anesthetic. In the Dispensary 8,526 of 
the patients received free treatment, a_i 
the general anesthetic de artment 7 
against 468 in 19350, receive free genera 
anwsthetics administered by skilled medical 
men. Sixty-five patients received free treat- 
ment in the prosthetic department. In the

: KELP-MAKING IN 
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DOUBLING THE INCOME IN 
THE GAELTACHT. 


A great effort is to be made this winter 
by the Free State Department of Lands and 
Visheries to promote the making of kelp 
from the seaweeds which are thrown up in 
great quantities during the winter months. 

Kelp has in the past been made mainly in 
the summer months, when the seaweed can 
be dried and burnt, and from the searods, 
which, although gathered in the winter, lend 
themselves more readily to drying in spells 
of dry weather. 

The Department, however, last year 
demonstrated that the industry can be made 
an all-the-year-round occupation, and that 
the winter seaweeds, if gathered into stacks 
without drying, will form into cakes as hay 
does when placed in a silo, and will produce 
kelp of a higher quality than that obtained 
from the summer drift weed. 

If this practice is fully taken up by the 
kelp-makers, the Department believes that 
the income of each of the kelp-makers can 
be more than doubled. 

The Department has a market for a great 
deal more kelp than is at present being made, 
and the Minister is particularly anxious, in 
view of the cessation of Christmas remit- 
tances from America, which have hitherto 
been a standby to families in the West, that 
the fullest advantage should be taken of this 
means of placing many homes in the 
Gaeltacht in a position of financial independ- 
ence.
